Dec. 14.—The Dutch cruiser Geiderland 
came into this port yesterday morning, 
towing the Venezuelan coast guardshlp 
Allx, with the Dutch nag flying and a 
Dutch crew on'board. The Geiderland 
captured the Allx off Puerto Cabello 
on Saturday. At 
the 
time the Allx 


was lying close in-shore and, notwith 
standing the threat which the Vene 
zuelan government had made 
to - fire 


upon any of the Dutch warships com- 
mitting a hostile act, the Geiderland 
steamed at speed towards the guard- 
ship and sent an officer and guard in a 
launch to seize her. This they did 
without resistance, and no shot came 
from the forts on land. 


The crew of the Alix was put ashore 


and the Dutch officer and marines re- 
mained on board. The Geiderland final- 
ly took the Alix in tow and 
steamed 


away with her ag a prize. 
, The seizure of the Alix was in ac- 
cordance with the plans of the Neth- 
^prlands' government- when Instructions 
_were Issued to the .'three Dutch war- 
'. ships now in these waters to make a 
''demonstration off the coast of Vene- 
'zuela and to capture any Venezuelan

Already we have remarked on more than one occasion tlmt it is a very 


grave mistake for the vast bulk of the people to rely upon manufactures 
tor their sustenance. The enrth holds boundless treasures that she gives 
up only in exchange for labor. 


The farmer who tills the soil in a scientific way will be well repaid in 


abundant crops; the miner who uses scientific knowledge in 
conjunction 


with manual labor will also reap a rich reward, and the man who converts 
,the lumber of the forest info building material, ready for use,' can rely upon 
being well recompensed. 


The farms especially are most available and most easily made pro- 


ductive. There is no good reason nowadays why the young man 
will 


abandon the farm for city or factory life. On the contrary it 
would he 


better for many who live in the cities and work year in and year out in' the 
factories, if they would go out-to the farms, take .up the cultivation of the 
soil and prosecute it with as 'much regularity and assiduity as must be 
given to factory work. 


It is a well known fact that if a man of intelligence works as hard on 


a farm of his own. he can save more money than he can by working in the 
factory that is not his own. 
Moreover there is variety, and inspiration in 


the work. It imparts strength and vigor of mind and body whereas there 
is nothing more calculated to shrive) up ihe faculties limn long continued 
employment at mechanical operations that call for little or no menial effort. 


. II is an easy matter to rent a piece of land ami make it productive. In 


a short time the produce would enable the cultivator to purchase it out- 
right.' Men who have any spare time from their regular occupation should 
lake up some wasle land and cultivate it. If it be only a vegelahle garden 
it will pay well for the labor expended upon it. 


There is a great opportunity for farmers, 
market 
gardeners and 


florists to make money at the prices (hut prevail at 
present 
for 
such 


products. If farmers raised cattle for slaughter they would certainly have 
good profit even at less than trust prices. The same may he said of pork 
poultry, eggs, mutton, oats and wheat.

This Country 


WASHINGTON. Dec. U.-The at- 


tractiveness of the higher wage paid 
to laborers in the United States has re- 
sulted in a considerable influx of Mex- 
icans, according to a special bulletin Is- 
sued today by the 
bureau 
of labor. 


Only a few years ago it is stated these 
immigrants were seldom more than a 
hundred miles from 
the 
border 
but 


now they are working as section hands 
as far east as Chicago and as far north 
as Wyoming and San Francisco. They 


I are said to be rapidly displacing Jap- 
anese, Greeks and Italians In some oc- 
cupations. 
Because of lack of educa- 


tion ana natural Initiatlvity the 
work 


of tho Mexicans it is said is confined to 
the simple forms 
of unskilled labor 


yet It Is pointed out that their immi- 
gration is having economic effects for 
Mexico as well as the United States 
and is becoming an agency of some- 
thing approaching a social 
revolution 


among the Mexican laboring classes 
ihese immigrants, it is 
stated 
are 


mostly from the peon and from the mi- 
gratory labor classes from 
a 
region 


where agriculture and mining are 
the 


chief employments. 
Work for increas-
